(bo) Distribution for purchase at official prices through reguler reteil channels, 
Free distribution it hés been agreed, will be limited to families receiving public 
assistance grants. It is assumed that in the event of insufficient allocations, 
only the most needy of thet group will receive free clothing. Determination of 
recipients in this case will be made by the heads of cities, wards, towns and 
villeges on the recommendation of Welfare Commissiorr(Minsei-iin) Committees. 


A ticket system will be used and recipients will receive free goods in ex- 
change for their tickets, Distribution to needy families et official prices | 
through retail channels will be controlled on 4 ticket besis, the tickets to be 
issued by Heads of cities, wards, towns and villeges, on the recommendation of 
the Minsei-iin Committee, It is expected that the greatest bulk of the program 
will be through this source.

DIGEST OF WEEKLY REPORT OF COMMUNICABLE DISEASES 
IN JAPAN FOR THE WEEK ENDED 15 MAY 1948 


In the twentieth week, ended 15 May 1948, there were reported 13,957 cases of 
communicable disease compared with 13,326 in the previous week. Two prefectures - 
Mie and Nagasaki - failed to submit reports on the 12 acute communicable diseases 
(diphtheria, dysentery, typhoid fever, paratyphoid fever, smallpox, typhus fever, 
malaria, cholera, scarlet fever, epidemic meningitis, Japanese "B" encephalitis, S 
and pl=gue). Yamanashi was the only prefecture that failed to report these diseases — 
last week. Five prefectures (compared with only one lest week) did not report on 
tuberculosis, pneumonia, measles. whooping cough, 2nd influenza. These prefectures 

were Miyagi, Niigata, Mie, Okayama and Nagasaki. 

Approximately 94 percent (13,056) of the total eases (13,957) recorded for the 
17 communicable diseases included in this report were due to tuberculosis, pneu- 
monia, measles, whooping cough, and influenza. Tuberculosis c»ses increased 7 per 

_ cent from 7,754 last week to &,321 currently. This was the second highest weekly © 
number recorded this year but slightly less than the number (8,600) recorded in the 
twentieth week of 1947. The current and cumulative case rates, per 100,000 popula- 
tion, per annum, were 557.1 and 426.5 respectively. . 


Pneumonia cases increased 6 percent from 2,040 to 2,171. This was less than 
40 percent of the number (5,846) reported in the corresponding week of 1947. The 
current and cumulative case rates were 145.4 and 24°.° respectively. 


The incidence of measles decreased 10 percent. It probably would have in- 

cressed slightly, however, if all prefectures had reported. There were 1,748 cases 

_ currently compared with 1,934 last week.. More than 40 percent of all cases were : 
reported by five prefectures; Fukui (102), Gifu (100), Hiroshima (244), Kagawa (145) © 
and Ehime (123). No report was received from Okayama where cases numbered 391 in. |
